Care for Their Protection 


How gleaming will the new kit- 


chen sink look in five years? Will 
the brand-new bathroom still be 
as invitingly immaculate and mir- 
ror-bright? 


If you're gelling acquainted with 


a new home or just- a newly remo- 
deled room, it's money in your 
pocket to protecl your investment. 
Plunfbing fixtures are expensive 
and their condition has a direct ef- 
fccl on the cnah value of your 
home. 


Even if the bloom of youth is 


off your sinks and, tubs, as it is in 
our elderly house, a hep home- 
maker will be wise to match her 
housekeeping methods with expert 
recommendations for prolonging 
the life and good looks of fixtures. 


I've jotted down a check list for 


us, based -on tilks with ceramics 
engineers and experts in the plumb- 
ing industry—the men who make 
enameled cast-iron or stccl-and-vit- 
rcous china fixtures. 


You're on the beam if you: 
1. Rely on frequent and faithful 


washing with hct water and soap to 
banish most dirt, stains and depo- 
sits. 


2. Use a mild, nongritty clean- 


ser 
when 
needed. 
Chemically 


•speaking, china and the enameled 
coating on iron and steel are akin 
to mirrors. So a good rule of thumb 
is: Any cleanser miRl enough for 
a mirror is prooably safe for sinks 
and such. If in doubt, ask a plumb- 


er lo recommend a safe cleanser. 


3. Wipe up at once acid residues 


from fruit uiccs and foods, tea, 
coffee, or medicines and drain- 
cleaning solvents. 


Even acid-resistant finishes on 


new kitchen sinks shouldn't be 
abused by prolonged contact with 
household acids. 


4. Flush kitchen, lavatory and 


tub drains once or twice a week by 
letting the hot water run for 30 to 
40 seconds. This helps to prevent 
a>builU-up of grease which can flog 
the pipes. 


5. U&e a dilute chlorine bleach 


to i?movc kitchen-sink stains, if 
you wish, but icmcmbcr that it 
may dull the K'OSS on nonacid-re- 
sisting finishes It should have no 
effect on colored or acid-resisting 
finishes. 


6. Blanket the botlom of the bath- 


tub with mat or papers when you 
stand in it to hang shower curtains 
or to wash wails. As an alternate 
way to prevent scratching the fin_- 
ihh, take off your shoes. In either 
case, WATCH YOUR STEP. 


7. Fix leaking faucets at once. 


In addition to the water they waste, 
leaky faucets cause mineral depo-

IK YOU AUK bored with your 


old kitchen cupboards and can't 
afford to buy new ones right now, 
you can dress them up with lam- 
inated plastic sheeting available in 
wood-grained patterns—oak, pine, 
mahogany, maple. 


Your home handyman may find 


this high pressure laminate in 4 
x 8 foot sizes at building supply 
dealers. If it is to work properly 
old cabinets must. be of smooth 
construction, and at least three- 
fourths of an inch in thickness. Or 
it can be used on new cabinets of 
inexpensive plywood. 


The handyman will need an 11- 


point hand saw for* straight saw- 
ing, a 
scroll 
saw for cutting 


curves, a fine file, a block plane, 
and a kitchen rolling pin. Materi- 
als Include the laminate, adhesive 
and heavy wrapping paper. 


Pattern 


The wrapping paper serves as a 


pattern. It is cut to the exact di- 
mensions of the counter tops. It 
is kept between the cemented sur- 
face and the laminate until the'la- 
minated cover is ready to be put 
in place. This separation gives you 
the opportunity to size up the pro- 
ject before the- laminate touches 
the cement, and becomes immov- 
able. 


The laminate is cut about a six- 


teenth of an inch larger than the 
pattern all around. This surface 
may be planed off later when the 
laminate is cemented. The edge 
Is then beveled with the file to im- 
prove its appearance and make it 
perfectly smooth. The rolling pin 
applies pressure when the top is 
cemented down.

Passing of Sash 
Weights Causes 
No Mouniiiig 


The sash weight may be mourn- 


ed by writers of murder mysteries, 
but not by householders who have 
tiled to cope with a broken sash 
cord. These clumsy devices have' 
been replaced by spring balances, 
carefully matched to the weight of 
the window for easy operation. 


The spring balances don't take 


up as much space as the sash 
weight arrangement, so window 
frames are much narrower than 
they used to be. Narrow frames 
prove to be better looking and re- 
suit in more wall area, more glass 
area in a window, or both.

- Here's a fairly new way to finish 
ar refinish furniture. It pretty near- 
ly duplicates, with a minimum of 
elbow-grease, the fine old hand- 
rubbed finishes 'on antique furni- 
ture. It calls for application, of a 
penetrating wood sealer. 
• These sealers soak well into the 
pores of the wood, leaving a light 
trarsparent film on the surface. 
After two or three coats a light 
sandpapering produces a velvety 
sheen which closely resembles that 
of well-cared-for antiques; a finish 
ttiat once meant a lot of work or 
long wear and constant polishing. 


Penetrating 
wood sealers are 


most often thought of as floor 
finishes. This seems to indicate 
that they present a finish which 
tan take a lot of abuse, and in 
fact they do resist 
scratching, 


scuffing and the action of water, 
«oap and stains. 


New or Old 


Penetrating 
finishes arc 
used 


over new wood or wood from 
which the old finish has been en- 
tirely removed. On furniture they 
should be applied with a brush or 
lintless cloth. A heavy saturating 
coat is first applied and let soak 
into the wood for about 15 minutes, 
or as long as the manufacturer di- 
rects. The excess is then mopped 
off with another clean cloth. 


This treatment makes for an 


even coating without danger of 
brush marks—an advantage when 
working on turned, carved 
or 


raised surfaces so common to old 
furniture pieces. 


To make ready for the first coat- 


ing of penetrating sealer, remove 
the old finish (if any) with a wax- 
free paint and varnish remover. 
Apply remover with an old paint 
brush and let stand for 10 to 15 
minutes until the finish begins to 
wrinkle and blister. 


Scrape Finish 


Scrape off the fir.ish with a broad 


putty knife, being careful nof to 
damage the wood. Go light with 
remover around glued-on orna- 
ments, for the remover may loosen 
them. One application may not 
serve to take off all the finish, but 
be patient. 


Wash Uie surface with turpentine 


or naphtha and a clean cloth when 
finish is removed. Fill cracks and 
holes with wood dough, then sand 
with a fine production sandpaper 


paper. 


If the wood is open grain (oak, 


mahogany, walnut, chestnut and 
rosewood) apply a paste wood 
filler. The filler fills pores in the 
wood for a smoother surface. Use 
a 
stiff brush and apply filler 


"with" the grain of the wood. Then 
rub across grain with a cloth and 
allow to set for 15 minutes before 
removing the excess with a clean 
cloth. 


Heavy Coat 


Next, apply a heavy coat of seal- 


er. If the sealer soaks into the 
wood at once, make repeated ap- 
plications for about 15 or 20 min- 
utes until all "thirsty" spots are 
wet. Swab off with cloth. 


When thoroughly dry (manufac- 


turers recommend various drying 
times), scuff lightly with very-fine 
production sandpaper, 
dust the 


surface and apply a light second 
coating. Let dry. 


If second coat still doesn't give 


desired results, scuff with sand- 
paper and try a third coating. This 
should dry for about two days, 
then sand it lightly with extra-fine 
waterproof sandpaper. 


This presents a dull gloss finish 


which can be protected and beauti- 
fied with a coat of paste wax. 


ly plants a foot or mor« tall—do 
best in a well-drained loamy soil 
and in a sunny location. If the soil 
is a heavy clay, be sure to work in 
some humus and gravel if avail- 
able. 


Fertilizer, one strong in phos- 


phorus, should be worked in while 
plowing or spading. A 4-12-4, 5-10-5 
or similar analysis is best, since 
fertilizers strong in nilrogen ma'y 
cause blossom end rot orr'the toma- 
toes. 


.. 3 Foot Row* 


If the plants are to be staked, 


set them 2*& feet apart in rows 
3 feet apart. If you propose to per- 
mit them to sprawl, then set the 
plants 4 feet apart each way. 
<• 


Staking is recommended for the 


small garden. The stakes should 
be set in place prior to planting 
and the plant set on the leeward 
side of the stages so that in case 
of a heavy wind the weight of the 
plant falls against the stake and 
not on the supporting twine. 


The plants aie tied to the stake 


with a strong but soft twine called 
"grape twine, or with strips of 
cloth about an inch wide and eight 
inches long." Stakes should be 
sturdy and rough—an inch or more 
in diameter and five to six feet 
above ground. 


Stake Neatly 


A well-known gardener says:

"When the plants are a foot high, 
tie them to the stake—neatly—loose 
enough to prevent cutting into the 
bark on the stems. Tight around the 
stake and loose about the stems 
must be the rule." 


Look at the plants carefully and 


if blossoms are in evidence, lie 
the plant—turning it slightly so that 
the blossoms face outward from 
the' stake. Continue to tie the plants 
to the stake as they grow every 
eight to 10 inches and always watch 
to see that the blossoms are turned 
out. 


By turning the blossoms out, the 


tomatoes will develop outside where 
Jiey can be easily sprayed and 
picked when ripe. Continue to tie 
jie plants as they grow—right to 
the top of the stake. 


Keal Boost 


•A starter solution applied at 


planting time will give the plants 
j. real boost. Tnree tablespoons of 
a 4-12-4 or 5-10-5 fertilizer to one 
gallon of water provides an excel- 
lent starter. Use about a cup of the 
solution per plant. Additional solu- 
tion at the same rate evety three 
weeks poured around each plant 
after 
cultivation will keep Uie 


plants in continuous growth. 


As Uie plants begin to grow rap- 


idly, they will start to grow sucker 
shoots. These appear between Uie 
leaves and the main stem. Be sure 
to keep all of these suckers off the 
plants. Nip them out with your fin- 
gernail.

Go'v. Talmaclge May Be Overmatched 


Against Supreme Court 


When it comes time to step into the ring with the United 


State Supreme court, Herman Talmadge, dark-haired gover- 
nor of Georgia, may find he's overmatched. 
Bewitching, he says, for a knock-down-drag-out fight 


with the court which on Monday outlawed segregation in 
public schools. He says Georgia will defy the decision it it s 
the onlv southern state which does. 
Georgia defied the court in President Andrew Jackson s 


time. Jackson winked and let Georgia get away with it. No 
president nowadays is likely to follow suit. 


On Monday the court said only segregation must end. 


It invited the attorneys general from the states with segre- 
gation to argue here in October on terms of a decree which 
will fix the deadline. 
. 
, What the government can do to make Georgia comply, 


if Talmadge balks, would depend on how-he tried to frustrate 
the court order. 
' Talmadge could say the ruling did.not apply to Georgia 


because Georgia was not one of the states involved in the 
cases on which the court ruled. 


If Talmadge took this stand, nothing would happen un- 


til some Negro parents in Georgia asked a federal court to 
make Talmadge end segregation. 


• Told by a federal court, as he would be, that the supreme 


court decis'ion applied to Georgia. Talmadge could be jailed 
for contempt if he then disobeyed. 


If. then, individual school superintendents in Georgia re- 


fused to follow the decision, they could be brought info fed- 
eral court on contempt charges. 


In President Jackson's day the federal government, be- 


cause of treaties with the Cherokee Indians, claimed exclu- 
sive jurisdiction over territory they occupied. Then Georgia 
claimed it. .

When a Cherokee Indian named Corn'Tassel killed an- 


other Indian, inside Cherokee territory, a Georgia state court, 
claiming jurisdiction; tried him and sentenced him to be 
hanged.

On an appeal, the" supreme court ordered the execution 


stopped and told Georgia to. explain why it had infringed on 
Cherokee territory. The Georgia state legislature ordered 
local officers to ignore the supreme court. 


Corn Tassel was, hanged. -Then Georgia ordered two 


New England missionaries, living in the Indian territory, to 
swear allegiance to Georgia. 
The missionaries refused on 


the grounds they were in Cherokee territory, not in Georgia. 


They were tried in a Georgia court and jailed. The su- 


preme court ruled the federal government had jurisdiction 
and ordered the missionaries released. Georgia refused. 


Jackson is reported to have stood back and said, "John 


Marshall, the chief justice, Iras made .his decision; now let 
him enforce it."

Etnyre Company of Oregon 


By JOSEPH KfCEI), .IK. 


An imaginative young man left the campus of 


Northwestern university in 1885 and became a cat- 
tle buyer on the Great Plains. After a year of this 
rugged life, Edward D. Etnyre married his child- 
hood sweetheart and settled down to farm the Et- 
nyre homestead near Oregon, Illinois. 


On the 340-acre faim he fed as many as 300 cattle 


in addition to hogs. To eliminate some of the work Et- 
nyre rigged up tin automatic hog waterer. 
It was such 


a success that he obtained a patent and formed a com- 
pany to manufacture the device. Soon the company was 
making a tank for watering cattle and horses and a tank 
on wheels to supply water for the steam engines of the 
threshing machines. It required only a few changes and 
additions to the thresher tank to produce a sprinkler 
wiigon for "laying the dust" of city streets. Further de- 
velopment resulted ia the Etnyre road oiler. 


By IPOS automobiles were beginning to appear, and 


the, Ktnyre company began converting the horse-drawn 
equipment to motor-driven vehicles. Since the chassis, 
wheels, motors, and other parts for the oilers and sprink- 
lers were assembled by the company, the Etnyrcs de- 
cided to try the assembly of automobiles. The first two 
cars made In 1905 had high wheels, like all the autos of 
the day, to get through the mud. They were powered 
by a two-cylinder, opposed engine which was placed 
under the carriage. 


No more automobiles were mnde until 1908 when the 


company produced a low-wheeled car with pneumatic 
tires. The "Etnyre" car used a four-speed transmission

Polio Often Does Nol Cause 
Severe Crippling or Death 


By KDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


No one who has not gone through 


the harrowing experience of polio 
in a child of their own can fully 
1-enlir.e the mental anguish which 
is involved. Nevertheless, the blind 
fenr which afflicts so many par- 
ents should be avoided as it i^it- 
terly useless. 


Although polio can nnd does 


cause deaths and severe crippling, 
the chances that it will not are 
good. It Is now regarded as a 
disease in which only one in a 
hundred of those infected become 
paralyzed.

THESE AND other known facts 


bring polio into the class of con- 
tagious diseases, or diseases which 
arc tprMd from person to person. 


Almost certainly close association 
with infected persons accounts for 
the great majority of cases, but 
since many of these do not have 
active signs of disease, prevention 
of the spread of the virus is still 
exceedingly difficult. 


At present, the most important 


measure in the control of polio is 
to make an early diagnosis of the 
'disease and to hospitalize those 
who are affected. 


In the presence of 
excessive 


polio in a community, children 
should be protected so far as pos- 
sible against unnecessary contact 
with other than their usual associ- 
ates. Avoidanceof excessive phys- 
ical fatigue also seems to be ad- 
visable.

WITH SOME exceptions, it does 


not seem to be of much value to 
close schools, nor to delay their 
opening. 


It is usually recommended that 


polio patients be isolated; that is, 
kept away from/others—for one 
week from the beginning of their 
illness or the end of fever.

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Stratton Claims Illinois Will 
Soon Have Most Highways 


SPRINGFIELD. 111. tf>— Gov. 


Stratton says Illinois will have 
more milea of highways than any 
other state in the country before 
too long. 


The governor reported in an ad- 


dress to the Illinois Press Assn, 
Friday night the present pace of 
construction 
on state highways 


combined with a forthcoming one- 
billion dollar toll road program, 
would make the state superior in 
highway mileage. 


Stratton said construction crews 


are at work now converting U. S. 
Route 66 between Pontiac and Mt. 
Olive into a tour-lane highway. 
That 150-mile stretch will have 
four lanes open by Nov. 1. he said. 


He-said he expects Route 66 to 


be expanded to four lanes along 
its entire length from Chicago to 
St. Louis by the end of summer, 
1955. 


The governor said Illinois will 


increase the amount it spends on 
highway construction this year be- 
yond the 83 million dollars spent 
last year. 


Stratton said he sees little likeli- 


hood that the 1955 legislature will 
be able to increase the amount of 
irtnte, aid to elementary schools.

Blood Program to Continue

OREGON — The board of the 


Ogle county chapter of American 
Red Cross' has decided to continue 
the county blood program, despite 
what the board calls "the poor re- 
sponse which the public has given 
to the call for blood donors, and 
also because of the fact that for 
the first time Ogle county chapter 
has failed to make its quota in the 
fund drive." 


The blood program 
furnishes 


blood for military use, for the De- 
partment of Defense mobilization 
and for civilian use. The TRed Cross 
does, not .profit financially from 
this pr.ogram. it costs the National 
Organization over 6 million dollars 
a year, and will cost Ogle county 
Chapter $2,6<fo this year. 


In reviewing the situation in Ogle 


county, the following facts were re- 
vealed : 


'From 'January 1 to May 1, 125 
pints of blood were replaced for 
residents of Ogle county hospital- 
ized outside of the county as well 
as in the county. These replace- 
ments have been made to hospitals 
in Rockford, Chicago, Freeport, 
Dixon and Joliet. 


In Rochelle -t78 doses of gamma 


Globulin were administered for 
jaundice this winter.'This was ob- 
tained from the State Department 
of Health from supplies furnished 
the Department of Defense by the 
American Red Cross, nationally. 
Almost a pint of whole blood is re- 
quired to produce a unit of gamma 
globulin, and the number of units 
given a person in a dose depends 
upon his weight. 


The board voted to continue In 


the blood program until Dec. 31, 
1954, in spite of the fact that the 
county still lacks $2,620 on the quo- 
ta of the fund drive, and also in 
spite of the fact that the last two 
visits of the Bloodmobile were can- 
celed due to illness in Rochelle and 
a lack of donors in Mt. Morris. 
The residents of the county will 
decide by their response whether 
the blood program which has saved 
ill people over $4,000 in four 
months, will cor.tinue. 


The next visit of the Bloodmobile 


to the county will be in Mt. Morris 
June 28 and Oregon June 29. Two 
hundred-fifty donors must be signed 
up in advance.

Guide to Behavior Problems

If Johnny complains that he can't 


do his arithmetic homework, how 
do we help him? 


Do we sit down beside him, take 


his pencil and compute each an- 
swer for him? Noi if we want him 
to become independent of our per- 
sonal help. 


If we want him to feel competent 


to solve any long division example 
that comes his way, for instance, 
we give him the principle by which 
all such arithmetic problems are 
solved.. 


Child guidance books that tell us 


the answers to each of Johnny's 
behavior problems are equally un- 
helpful. We need the principles for 
solution, not the answers to his 
behavior problems. 


The other duy I picked up the 


principle we need to restore, his 
confidence after misbehavior. At 
the New York School of Social 
Work we were discussing the case 
of a wife discouraged by marital 
conflict. 
' 


Teacher Elizabeth G. Meier said: 


"It is always \\vell to remind such 
a client of her former happiness 
with her husband. By helping her 
to recall her past success in resolv- 
ing disagreements with him, we en- 
courage renewed confidence in her 
power to work out present ones.'' 


Do we see how this principle can 


be applied, for instance

Committee Almost Ready 
To Submit Enlarged Plan 


WASHINGTON .(.?> — President 


Eisenhower's program for a bigger 
and more liberal social security 
system was almost ready today 
for house consideration. 


Members of the house ways and 


means committee predicted their 
group would approve the legisla- 
tion next week after a couple of 
finishing touches. The committee 
has been taking up the Eisenhower 
program on an item-by-item basis. 


Late Friday, the committee ap- 


proved all of the President's re- 
quest* for higher benefits, and in 
a few cases added some of its own. 


Boo*t. Maximum 


It also approved—over the oppo- 


sition of most committee Republi- 
cans—the President's plan to raise 
from $3,600 to $4,200 the" maximum 
annual income on which benefits 
arc based and taxes are levied. 


That left only two substantial 


items still to be acted upon: A pro- 
posal to extend coverage to farm 
laborers and a plan to give dis- 
abled workers full benefits. 


The committee already had ac- 


cepted Eisenhower's request to ex- 


,: tend social security coverage to 
'doctors, lawyers and other profes- 


sionals, to farm operators, minis- 
ters, state and local government 
employes and various 
smaller 


groups. 


Blanket Workers 


If the bill becomes law, the sys- 


tem, now covering some 70 million 


;: workers and paying benefits to 6 
"million persons, would blanket al- 


most the entire working force of 


•; the nation. 


The social security system pro- 


vides monthly payments to work- 
ers and their families on retire- 
ment or to their survivors. Both 
workers and their employers pay 
special taxes into a trust fund 
from which benefits are paid.
